KANSAS CITY 


Three Die. 135 Are Hurt; 
Estimates Of Prop­ 
erty Loss High 


KANSAS CITY. Oct 7 
A furious 
tornado, 
the 
second 
destructive 
storm to batter Kansas City in six 
weeks, ripped through the eastern 
edge of the city and suburban com­ 
munities in the Blue 
river 
valley 
last night leaving three persons 
dead and at least 135 Injured.
